Zeno Williams, aged 22, a taxi 


driver, died at his home on Lnion 
Mill in Plttsylvania county at four 
o'clock this morning, eleven hours 
after undergoing what is known med- 
ically the Salvarsan treatment at the 
city 'health office. 
The reaction from 
the medicine injected subcutaneous- 
ly with a hypodermic was immediate 
and Williams complained of a dis- 
comfort about the chest and he laid 
down on an operating table at the 
health office where he gradually ap- 
peare"d to recover. 
Restoratives were 


applied and shorty afterwards he was 
able to leave the health office and 
was taken in an automobile to his 
home on Union Hiil where, during 
the evening he grew worse and finally 
died. 
His relatives did not believe 


that he was in grave condition think- 
ing his ill feeling to be the natural 
result of the treatment which he had 
taken before successfully.

and entered the automobile. On ar- 
rival home he grew no better and as 
the night wore on he became worse. 
Still, it was felt that a doctor's treat- 
ment was not necessary, the reaction 
being considered the natural result-of 
the injection. 
Shortly before he died, 
Williams expressed the belief that his 
end was near and a. physician was 
called,.

moimiqto. we do not taste as good as 
cow we need not tlpspalr, the fair 
lady prefers us to cat and for her a 
rhicken difiner has no claim at all. 
But here, as elsewhere, generalizing 
la dangerous. Mosquitoes like to feed 
upon some humans more than they do 
on some coxvs and. on the other hand. 
certain 
humans 
are Jess 
attratlve 


than a chicken. These are the" con- 
clusions of Bull and Reynolds, but w« 
repiember the story which^Gen. Gor- 
sas told us of the olc! white horse and 
e\-pn the men who served as attractive 
mosquito bait. 
The conclusion that Bull and Rey- 


nolds arrive at is that in a country 
where there is much malaria, the 
preference which mosquitoes have for 
cow and horse blood will not BUfflce 
to protect humans. 
But that In a 


country where there is only a little of 
the disease', if cows and other domwi- 
tic animals are housed close to bed- 
rooms, the spread of malaria may b» 
held in check.
